Estate of LaGrange, Ga., business-civic-religious leader and former trustee, 
provides PC with its second largest gift in history as part of trust fund. 


bequest valued at $602,000 comes to Presbyterian 

College from the estate of James G. Gallant, La- 
Grange, Ga., business, civic and religious leader, who had 
served as a member of the PC board of trustees and board 
of visitors. 

It is the second largest gift in PC history. 

Settlement of the estate this month—almost two years 
after his death—provides for the establishment of the Louise 
and Jimmy Gallant Trust Fund to assist five charitable 
organizations. As the major benefactor, Presbyterian College 
will receive 45 percent of the net income in cash. 

The trust officer in charge has assessed the PC share 
of the trust at $602,000. It will provide approximately 
$45,000 annually for College operations. 

In announcing the bequest, President Marc C. Weersing 
said: 

“We lost a great friend and advisor in Jimmy Gallant. 
He served PC in so many ways. The depth of his concern 
is reflected in the final act of support. We are grateful that 
his lovely wife, Louise, shares his interest in Presbyterian 
College and maintains the Gallant involvement here as a 
leader in the Trust Fund and as a member herself of our 
board of visitors.” 

James Geddings Gallant spent 52 years with the Belk 
mercantile organization and at the time of his retirement in 
1973 was the executive vice-president and co-owner of nine 
Belk-Gallant stores. He died at age 67 on October 27, 1975. 

Born in Charlotte, N. C., Gallant graduated from David- 
son College at 19 and spent three years at the Virginia 
Medical College before deciding to enter the merchandising 
business with the Belk organization. He went to LaGrange 
in 1935 to open his first store. Besides being a business 
leader there, he served the city as mayor one term and as 
president of the Chamber of Commerce. He was an elder 
of the First Presbyterian Church for 32 years, taught in and 
directed its Sunday school for many years and had a 25-year 
perfect attendance record. 

Jimmy Gallant served on the PC board of trustees from 
1957 to 1969 and then was named to the board of visitors. 
He exerted active leadership in both of these areas of 
responsibility—as he did with other church-supported organi- 
zations and the Boy Scouts of America. His citation upon 


being named LaGrange’s “boss of the year” in 1964 summed 
things up in these simple words: “There is no phase of 
anything worthwhile that he has not helped with in some 
capacity.” 

Mrs. Louise Gallant shares her late husband’s outlook 
toward civic, social and religious responsibility. In addition 
to her position with the PC board of visitors, she has taken 
a leading role in community activities and in the work of the 
LaGrange First Presbyterian Church. She is especially 
pleased with the provisions of the Trust Fund. She said: 

“In making Presbyterian College a beneficiary, Jimmy 
expressed his love for the school and also his faith in the 
leadership as well as in the students who come to Presbyterian 
College seeking higher goals in education.”

Alumni recognition at Homecoming this year will spotlight Dr. George P. McInnes 
°37 of Wilmington, Del., William C. McSween °39 of Greenville and Charles B. 
(Buddy) Barnwell, Jr. ‘64 of Orangeburg as the recipients of major awards. 

They will be honored at the annual Alumni Association program, starting 
at 1 p.m. in Belk Auditorium. Alumni President Warren L. Berry °55 of Macon 
will preside. 

Dr. McInnes will receive the Alumni Gold P Award “in recognition of out- 
standing accomplishments in his chosen profession which reflect honor upon this 
college.” In addition to being noted as a surgeon and director of the Wilmington 
Medical Center’s department of surgery, he volunteered for three separate tours 
of service to help countries of the Far East with their medical programs. 

McSween was chosen for the Alumni Service Award “in recognition of 
outstanding meritorious service rendered Presbyterian College and the Alumni 
Association.” His citation involves many years of service in many capacities— 
as alumni president and member of the board of visitors, in fund-raising campaigns 
and student recruitment. 

As the sixth recipient of the Outstanding Young Alumnus Award, Barnwell 
is honored for his work as a partner in the law firm of Horger, Horger & Barnwell 
as well as for his leadership with the state bar association and in civic affairs. This 
award cites an alumnus under 36 “for his early competence in his chosen field of 
endeavor and his exceptional promise of future achievement.” 


Second Century Fund at $4 Million Starting Second Year 


Pass the $4 million mark by mid- 
September: that’s the latest report on 
PC’s Second Century Fund after the 
first year of campaign activity. 

The specific amount now stands at 
$4,027,523 as efforts are renewed this 
fall. Of these total subscriptions, 
$1,539,711 has already been paid. 

The drive to raise $10 million by 
the 1980 centennial year started one 
year ago with an unprecedented kickoff 
by board members and the local Lau- 


College. And on the horizon of early 
1978 looms the PC drive by Atlanta 
Presbytery, largest and most substantial 
of all Synod groups. 

President Mare C. Weersing urged 
all churches that have not yet done so 
to get behind this program which seeks 
to undergird PC as it prepares to enter 
its second century. Funds will be used 
primarily for endowment to produce 
more student aid and to strengthen both 
faculty and curriculum.

Freshman Class of 273 
Is PC’s Second Largest 


A total of 273 entering freshmen this fall produced PC’s 
second largest first-year class in history. It marked a 25 
percent increase over last year’s freshman class. 

Registration figures show 164 men and 109 women 
making up the 273 figure as compared to 218 in 1976. In 
addition, 44 students entered PC as transfers this fall to 
bring the new student total to 317. 

The entire current student body numbers 837 from 20 
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states and seven foreign countries. It is composed of 482 
men and 355 women. There were 821 students enrolled at 
the start of the 1976-77 session. 

The leading states represented in the 1977-78 student 
body are: South Carolina—493; Georgia—200; North Caro- 
lina—45; Florida—40; Tennessee—7; and Alabama, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and Virginia—S each. Japan leads the 
foreign countries, with six enrolled. 

Admissions Director William K. Jackson indicated this 
year’s large freshman class was enrolled without lowering 
admissions standards and despite the fact that one of every 
six applicants was not admitted. He pointed to a substantial 
increase in the number of candidates for admission. 

The largest freshman class ever enrolled at PC numbered 
315 in the fall of 1969, at which time the College opened 
its new 250-capacity men’s dormitory.
